Sometimes the simplest ideas 
turn out to be the best. Take 
It’ll Be Alright on the Night. All 
told it is simply a selection of 
mistakes made by actors and 
presenters.

Among 
the celebrities making 
embarrassing mistakes are 
Ant and Dec, Holly Willoughby, 
Bradley Walsh and Gino 
DAcampo. Clips also come 
from the likes of Coronation 
Street, Emmerdale, Surprise 
Surprise and The Chase.

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Blue badge crackdown 
as police make arrests 


TWO people were arrested and 17 
penalty notices issued during a two-day 
crackdown by Barking and Dagenham 
Council officers and local police on blue 
badge fraud. 

Over the course of the exercise, more 
than 100 badges were checked for legit¬ 
imate use against records held. As a 
result, two arrests were made in cases 
where badges of deceased persons were 
being used. 

Police were also able to identify fur¬ 


ther traffic offences resulting in penalty 
fines and four cars being impounded. 

Councillor Jeanne Alexander, cabinet 
member for crime, justice and commu¬ 
nities, said: “I am sure that everyone 
agrees that the Blue Badge Scheme is a 
positive benefit to those whose mobility 
is impaired to enable them to go about 
their day to day activities. 

“This exercise targeted those people 
not in genuine need and who see a blue 
badge as an opportunity to avoid paying 


parking charges, or to park in places 
simply for their convenience. 

“Parking Enforcement Officers issue 
Penalty Charge Notices to those using 
disabled parking bays when not entitled 
to and we will continue to use methods 
open to us to identity those people using 
fraudulent, expired, lost or stolen badges 
and punish them appropriately.”
